“imperialism,” whije the more moderate 
elements of the cpmmunity must have 
paused to ask themselves if, after. all, 
Fiume was so important as America’s 
good-will. The President, however, can 
only address his Iialian audiences from 
the seclusion of his study in the Villa 
Bischofisheim in Puris; Signor Orlando 
has the inestimabff advantage of being 
able to pour his metcuric eloquence imme- 
The shouts which 
greeted his appearance in Rome and the 
applause with which his words were re- 
ceived show thatrhe has succeeded in 
winning over the m'háss of his countrymen 
to the oflicial point ¢f view. Less amenable 
to persuasion and ‘less sophisticated in 
aff aires diplomatique} than Signor Orlando, 
the Italian public will prove also much | 
more difficult to convince. So far President | 
Wilson's appeal has had the effect, not of | 
weakening the ingistence of Italy's claims, | 
but rather of mobiliting the great majority | 
of her people in th ir defence. 

Apart from the ¢vident failure of its 
primary Piesident Wilson's de- ' 
parture from the usages of diplomacy has 
had two immediate ‘results, both of which 
are to be deplored. “The first is connected 
with Japan. Signot! Orlando's decision to 
leave the Conference has encouraged the 
Japanese delegation: in their determina- 
tion to do likewise,\in the event of “ un- 
satisfactory ” concessions to their claims. 
Japan, as is already! known, demands not 
only complete safisfaction concerning 
Kiau-chau, but alsojthe abrogation of the 
existing laws which) restrict the rights of 
her nationals to s§ttle in America and 
Australia, and tlip ‘inelusion in the 
Covenant of the Leegue of Nations of the 
principle which shalf establish the equality 
of the Yellow race with all other races. 
Neither of these demands is likely to be 
granted. Should Júpan follow the pre- 
cedent set by Italy, and made possible by 
President Wilson,. tiie consequences might 
be fraught with grat dangers to the peace 
of the world, The second result of the 
appeal concerns Germany. Diplomacy in 
Germany, although snoribund, is not quite 
dead yet, and Coutit Brockdorff-Rantzau 
cannot but feel highly pleased at the 
turn that events hive taken among the 
Allies. Signor Orliindo’s return to Rome 
has given Germany. definite proof of a 
split—temporary théigh it may be—in the 
Council of Four. Nothing could do more 
to summon up all 'w forces of resistance 
across the Rhine or fo encourage the Ger- 
mans to kick against the pricks of a 
dictated peace. “We will not sign a 
peace,” declares Heiw Fehrenbach—Presi- 
dent formerly of th Reichstag, and now 
of the National Agyembly. at Weimar— 
“which surrenders the Saar region to our

is now generally believed that the final 
terms of peace will be referred, first, to 


‘the German Cabinet, and then to the 


National Assembly at Weimar, Finally, if 
occasion demand, a plebiscite will be taken 
in Germany to decide upon their accept- 
ance or rejection, Herr Doktor Schiicking, 
who terms himself an optimist, hopes that 
peace may be signed within a few months. 
Such is the spirit in which our enemies 
are coming to receive their “terms. 

From the point of view of the Allies and 
of all lovers óf peace, two conditions must 
be fulfilled before there cah be any hope 
of a permanent and successful peace. The 
Adriatic question must be settled in a 
friendly way, ag ccrid to Italy as. well 
as to Jugo-Slavia ; and a united front must 
be kept against all attempts on the part 
of Germany to divide us and profit by the 
split. The tragedy of the Peace Confer- 
ence, so far,’ has “been its inability to 
choose a definite pattern for peace. “This 
question has been decided on the basis 
of the “new” diplomacy ; that question 
on the basis of the old. Yesterday 
decisions were taken with all the secrecy 
of the Congress of Vienna; to-day they 
are being blazoned forth with the flourish 
of Brest-Litovsk. Sops' have been given 
in turn to idealism, imperialism, and all 
manifold shibboleths of conflicting 
groups, but no consistency has been shown. 
If it is to prove of any ; ermanent worth, 
the fabric of peace must have some preten- 
sions of homogeneity. The dismal patch- 
work resulting from an attempt to pursue 
two designs at the same time can end 
only in equally dismal failure. Between 
the old diplomacy and the Fourteen 
Points lies a system to which, as yet, very 
little attention has been paid—the system 
of common-sense. A great deal of trouble 
might be saved and considerable progress 
made even at this, the eleventh, hour, if 
this system were adopted. The old 
diplomacy has had its day and ceased to 
be; the era when the Fourteen Points in 
their entirety will be welcomed by man- 
kind has yet to dawn upon a regenerate 
world. In the meantime, peace must be 
made. : 


Out-of-Work Donations. 

The Vote for the Ministry of Labour will 
be taken in the House of Commons to- 
morrow. Many important sabjects will be 
raised in the course of the discussion, but 
the Government's system of ott-of-work 
donations is likely to receive special 
attention. The scandal associated with 
the distribution of this dole seems 
to be increasing rather than diminish- 
ing. According to the latest issue 
of the Board of Trade Labour Gazette, 
1,080,000 persons, of whom only one- 
quarter were demobilised soldiers, were 
drawing the Government's bounty at the 
beginning of this month. On the 1st inst. 
the number drawing the donation exceeded 
the number at the beginning of March by 
fully 100,000. Compared with the figures for 
February ist, there was an increase of 
nearly 400,000. Many of the recipients 
have been enjoying the donation from the 
very beginning of the scheme. By the Ist 
inst. no fewer than 23,666 policy-holdiers 
had entered upon their second period of 
thirteen weeks, and the returns show that

Rural Libraries. 


At the present time Ireland has a better 
equipment of prisons than of libraries. 
The shortage of libraries is to be deplored 
for at least three reasons, In the first 
place, a good book is the best of all enter- 
tainmonts, and the amenities of life in our 
small towns and rural districts, especially 
during the winter months, are lamentably 
few. In the next place, our people's poli- 
tical and social defects are due largely to 
ignorance of the world’s affairs. Their 
habit of thought has remained strictly 
insular, with the result that their judg- 
ments on problems of statesmanship a%e 
apt to be hasty and ill-informed, and they 
have no true standards of comparison. 
Finally, the minds whose training is thus 
neglected are minds which nature has 
fitted to make a quick and abundant 
response to intellectual stimuli. It is one 
of our Irish tragedies that the nation in 
Europe which would most surely repay 
the best kind of education gets the worst. 
Reform, it is true, is in the air, but in 
the meanwhile we should lose no oppor- 
tunity to improve the present condition of 
things. Whether systems of education be 
good or bad, the public library can, and 
should, be made an invaluable handmaid 
to the schools. It offers an escape from 
the narrowing tendencies of inefficient 
teaching ‘and reinforces the results of 
sound teaching. A well selected library

One of its aims is the establish- 
ment of a strong system of libraries 
throughout Ireland, which is represented 
oh the Trust by Sir Horace Plunkett, The 
Irish Advisory Committee now has obtained 
sanction for a scheme to increase the value 
and attractiveness of existing libraries. ' 
It has opened a Central Book Repository 
in Dublin which will act.as a friend, 
helper, and general brain for all of them. 
The Repository is ready to aid country 
libraries in the selection of books, to 
furnish book-lists, to advise librarians, 
and to suggest methods of local develop- 
ment. It hopes to be a replica of the 
American Rural Libraries Scheme, which 
has worked wonders in the direction of 
what Americans call “community ad- 
vance.” In the United States the rural 
library has become a centre of social, as 
well as educational, activity, and has linked 
up the remotest districts with the in- 
tellectual life of the cities. 1% may do 
the same service for Ireland if the leaders 
of local opinion will advertise and en- 
courage the work of the new Book Reposi- 
tory.

A COMPLETE COLLAPSE. 


STRIKE COMMITTEE'S 
“ PROCLAMATION.” 
-—-—-&b£—— 
ALL WORKERS ASKED TO 
RESUME. 
Our Limerick Correspondent telegraphed last 


night:—The complete ending of the Limerick 
strike came as suddenly to-night as it began 


jin the early morning of Monday, the 14th ingt. 


It was known that the Strike Committee would 
hold a sitting at 9 o'clock to-night, and there 
was much curiosity as to the probable outcome, 
in view of the unpopularity of the strike, which 
has been increasing from day to day. The Com- 
mittee, at the end of their sitting, issued the 
following “ proclamation “ »-— 

‘* Limerick Trade and Labour Council.-Procla- 
mation..-.Whereas, for the past fortnight the 
workers of Limerick have entered an emphatic 
and dignified protest against military tyranny, 
and have loyalty obeyed the orders of the Strike 
Committee, we, at a special meeting assembled, 
after carefully considering the circumstances, 
have decided to cali upon tne workers to resume 
work on Monday morning. We take this oppor- 
tunity of returning our thanks to every class of 
the community for the help rendered during 
the period of the strike.” 


been gradually declining since the decision ot 
the Strike Committee on Thursday night to per- 
mit people within the nmplitary area to resume 
work on the next day, where they could do so 
without military permits. The Thomond Gate 
district being outside the military area, the 
workers there were called on to continue in 
their resolve not to apply for permits, and a 
meeting in support of tnis was held on Friday 
night by some residents in Thomond Gate. On 
Saturday morning a number of people gathered 
at Sarsfield Bridge, and obstructed. and in a 
few instances deterred. persons from crossing 
into the city. The police were apprised of the 
occurrence, and on their approach the crowd 
dispersed without any further attempt at opposi- 
tion. Some city carters and drivers also refused 
to use the permits which the military 
supplied to their employers. 
went on, however, much as usual on Saturday. 
In the morning the great majority of these on 
strike in the city returned to their employment. 

It is stated that the proposals made on behaif 
of the Executive members of the Trades’ Con- 
gress last week did not find favour with the 
Strike Committee, and the communication from 
the Roman Catholic Bishop, Dr. Hallinan, the 
growing feeling among the majority of the 
people and the fact that virtually the whole 
country, including the Railwaymen's Union, 
kept aloof from the movement, made its con- 
tinuance hopeless. 

CLERGYMAN AND THE STRIKE. 

At St. Michael’s Parish Church to-day, the 
kev. W. Dwane, Administrator, said that in 
view of statements made in the Press, he felt 
called upon to refer to the strike which had 
taken place in the city. He wished to state that 
the Bishop and the clergy were not consulted 
before the strike was started, and that they 
were totally opposed te its continuance. His 
(Father Dwane’s) sympathies were always with 
the working-classes. He was a great believer 
In the dignity of Labour, and any help that he 
. could give in raising that dignity be would give 
on all occasions. But he hoped that the 
honest. workingmen in Limerick would in future 
duly consider any action that they were about 
to take, and be guided only by leaders on 
whom they could rely. He was very glad that 
the strike had ended, and it was highly credit. 
able that during ite continuance everything 
was eo peaceable ‘and orderly.

Clava Codd, of London, official lecturer to the |

Added senses dawning in man would 
bring this world into the “waking conscious. 
ness.” Life, fuller, more radiant awaited ua 
there, and a certain part of the after-life was 
even now familiar to us, because we com. 
municated it when we left the house of the 
body through the gateway of sleep.” Our ex. 
periencea in that after-life was built upon our 
resent. Heaven and heil were conditions, and 
both existed within us. “ Hell is the place of 
unsatisfied desire, and Heaven the place of 
ideals come true.” The evil-liver after death 
found conditions awaiting him more comparahie 
to the idea of Purgatory. There his evil side 
died away for the time being. But the good 
and the beautiful side in us found expression in 
a condition analagous to the idea of Heaven. 
And that was built upon what a man loved. In 
that glorious rest-time of the soul, all that 
he loved of friends, of Divinity, of ideals of 
work would be wonderfully his; and. the ex 
periences of this life worked up into increased 
capacity and power, which he would bring with 
bim to his next life upon earth.

James Cleary, Bray, was summo by Sergeant 
Wail, R.LOC., for selling creamery butter which 
contained 19.3 per cent. of water. 

Mr. J. MeDowell, solicitor, defended; Mr. 
Bradley, solicitor, represented the Dremkeen 
Co-operative and Agricultural Dairy Bociety of 
Cleverfield, Pallasgreen, Co. Limerick. 

Mr. Kenney, Ínapector for the Board of Agri- 
culture, who pureh a sample of the de- 
fendant’e butter on Februar th last, said 
Sir Charles Cameron had that it con- 
tained 19.5 I cont. of water, whereas, accord- 
ing to the Sale of Butter (Ireland) Requletion 
it should not have contained more than 16 per 
cant. 

Mr. J. MeDowell said Mr. Clear bought 
the butter from the Dromkeen hesusty on a 
warranty that it was guaranteed not to contain 
more than 16 per cent. of water. It was 
warranted pure and unadulterated butter,
